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Unusually  heavy  marketings  of  meat  animals  were  responsible  for  a  large  part  of  the  in- 
crease in  receipts  from  the  sale  of  farm  products  which  occurred  in  nearly  all  States  during  the 
first  half  of  I9i|if  compared  with  the  same  period  in  1943.  Income  was  also  high  from  wheat  in  the 
West,  cotton  in  the  South,  and  potatoes  in  Idaho  and  Maine.

flaxseed  failed  to  make  the  usual  gaino 

Receipts  from  meat  animals  ia  July  droi>ped  sharply  as  marketings  of

Income  from  dairy  products  also  decreased  more  than  usual »    Sales  of 
milk  and  butterfat  dropped  more  than  seasonallyo 

Receipts  from  poultry  and  eggs  as  a  whole  declined  about  the  same  as 
usually „    A  somewhat  smaller  decline  thar  ,,-nerally  takes  place »  plus  a  10  per= 
cent  advance  in  price  were  responsible  for  a  smaller  drop  in  receipts  from  eggs 
than  is  ordinarily  expected  at  this  season^    Income  from  chickens  remained 
about  the  same  contrary  to  the  usual  seasonal  rise  in  priee^  but  broiler 
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marketings  increased  somewhat  and  the  rise  in  receipts  from  hroilers  was 
contrary  to  the  usual  decline. 

Total  receipts  from  farm  marketings  for  the  period  January  through 
July  amounted  to  10,271  million  dollars  according  to  a  preliminary  estimate. 
This  was  10  percent  greater  than  for  the  same  7  months  in  19^3-  Receipts 
from  crops  rose  I5  percent  and  income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products 
increased  7  percent.    Receipts  from  food  grains  increased  35  percent  as 
wheat  marketings  continued  to  advance  over  19^3-    Larger  quantities  of  citrus 
fruits  marketed  during  the  entire  period  and  increased  marketings  of  decidu- 
ous fruits  during  the  last  3  months  accounted  for  most  of  the  29  percent  rise 
in  receipts  from  fruits  and  nuts.    Although  income  from  meat  animals  for  the 
first  7  months  still  shows  a  decided  gain  over  last  year,  the  increase  is 
shrinking  as  receipts  from  meat  animals  for  July,  for  the  first  time  this 
year,  were  less  than  for  the  same  month  last  year. 

Summary 

According  to  the  revised  estimates,  total  cash  receipts  from  farm 
marketings  for  the  United  States  in  June  amounted  to  1,50^  million  dollars, 
compared  with  1,^52  million  dollars  for  May,  and  l,^Sk  million  dollars  for 
June  I9U3. 

IVhile  receipts  .from  crops  for  the  United  States  were  27  percent 
greater  than  for  June.  19^3,  incom,e  ragged  from  IS  percent  below  last  year 
in  the  South  Atlantic  region  to  ■  77' percent  above  in  the  South  Central  region. 
Receipts  from  crops  in  five  of  the  eight  States  in  the  South  Atlantic  region 
were  below  19^-3  and  income  from  crops  made  a  greater  drop  compared  with,  last 
year  in  North  Carolina  than  in  any  other  State.    Sales  of  vegetables,  peanuts, 
and  oranges  were  especially  low  in  the  region,  accounting  for  a  large  part 
of  the  decrease  in  most  States. 
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In  the  South  Central  region,  Kentucky  was  the  only  State  that  failed 
to  show  an  increase  over  I9U3.    Receipts  from  wheat,  feed  crops,  cotton, 
truck  crops,  cotton    and  peaches  showed  large  gains,  while  income  from  potatoei 
and  strawherries  decreased. 

Cash  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  in  June  were  only 
1  percent  ahove  June  19^4-3.    The  income  ranged  from  7  percent  "below  19^3  in 
the  West  North  Central  region  to  I7  percent  ahove  last  .year  in  the  South 
Central  region.     In  the  West  North  Central  region  all  States  were  down  except 
North  Dakota.    Receipts  from  hogs  dropped  9  percent  and  incon-i^  frcm  chickens 
and  eggs  Inade  significant  decreases.    Although  receipts  from  milk  were  up, 
income  from  "butterfat  dropped  rather  sharply  and  receipts  from  all  dairy  prod- 
ucts showed  a  slight  loss. 

Cash  receipts  from  meet  animals,  chickens,  and  milk  accounted  for  most 
of  the  increase  in  the  South  Central  region.     Income  in  Kentucky  fell  off 
"because  of  sharp  dropo  in  receipts  from  hogs,  and  from  sheep  and  lam'bs. 

for  the  first  6  nionths,  income  from  crops  showed  an  increase  of  I5  per^ 
cent  over  I9U3  for  the  country  as  a  whole.    Cash  receipts  were  lowest  in  com- 
parison with  last  year  in  the  South  Atlantic  region  where  they  showed  a  gain 
of  k  percent  and  highest  in  the  West  North  Central  region  where  there  was 
an  increase  of  26  percent.    The  greatest  decreases  in  the  South  Atlantic 
region  were  made  "by  truck  crops,  potatoes,  and  peanuts.    Receipts  from  all 
deciduous  fruits  except  peaches  also  declined.     Income  from  citrus  fruits, 
cotton,- and  feed  crops  made  substantial  gains.    Largest  increases  in  the 
West  North  Central  region  were  made  by  wheat,  feed  crops,  oil-bearing  crops, 
and  potatoes.

•Since  I940  cash  income  from  the  sale  of  farm  products  in  Canada  has 
increased  g2  percent.    Each  year  the  receipts  have  risen  by  a  substantial 
amount  and  apparently  all  forms  of  agricultural  production  have  contributed 
to  the  increase,  particularly  dairy  products,  livestock,  vegetables  and  other 
field  crops  aside  from  grains,  seeds,  and  hay.

Receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  pro- 
ducts for  the  6  month  period  rose  9  percent  above  last  year.     Income  from  all 
meat  animals  except  sheep  and  lambs  made  decided  gains,  and  receipts  from 
milk  increased  in  all  States.
